Richie, executive manager of the 
Dixon chamber of commerce, and 
William Thompson, co-chairman of 
the chamber's retail division, for 
arranging the forum. The decisions 
reached will be of considerable 
help to city officials who are, we 
believe, anxious to implement de- 
cisions reached by the City Plan- 
ning Commission.

It is on this point that we feel 


that a minority of our business- 
men have strayed. A few, we ob- 
serve, have adopted a selfish at- 
titude to the problem.

Citizen 
w ho must struggle 


through the traffic and worry his 
way to the stores to shop. The 
old slogan, "The customer is al- 
ways right," should be the guid- 
ing concept in this regard. Ap- 
parently, Mr. Citizen has made 
his wishes known at last night's 
public forum.* * * 
One sidelight, entirely overlook- 


ed in the business community, we 
believe, is that our traffic problem 
arose as the result of more shop- 
ping, better business. From 
a 


businessman's standpoint, this 
should be a heartening aspect.

eral sponsorship or a 5-4-billion- 
dollar addition to the 47 billions 
which state and federal govern- 
ments normally would spend in the 
10-year period.

When piaster falls from a ceiling 


in an old hguse you can be con- 
fronted with several problems— 
whether to patch the piaster, in- 
stall a wallboard ceiling over the 
old plaster, remove the plaster 
aad lath, or pis-stei over new lath 
applied over the old ceiling. 


The fact that some of the plaster 


came down is not necessarily a 
fault of the piaster.

O. Lovejoy: 'Never Forsake 


the Cause* 


By LAUREL CAFPA 


Washington School 


Vfhen Elijah P. Lovejoy was killed by ma aftgry mob 


in Alton OR the night of Nov. 7, 1837, the abolitionist 
movement lost one champion but found another—Elijah's 
vounger brother, Owen.. He was born in Albion, Me., 
on Jan. 6, 1811. After attending the local common schools, 
he studied at Bowdom College (Brunswick, Me.) from 
1S30 to 1S33. He also studied law. though he never prac- 
ticed that profession, and then taught school for a time. 


Moving to Alton in 1S36, Owen prepared for the min- 


istry under his brother. On the tragic night of Elijah's 
murder, Owen knelt by his brother's body and vowed 
"never to forsake the cause that ha<i been sprinkled with 
his brother's blood." He soon became minister of the 
Congregational Church in Princeton, 111., a position he 
held for 17 years. 
A devoted and well-liked pastor, he 


never missed an opportunity to speak against the wrong 
of slavery. 


Isaac N. Arnold of Chicago said that "Lovejoy was a 


man of powerful physique, intense feeling and of great 
magnetism as a speaker. He went forth like Peter the 
Hermit, with a heart of fire, a tongue of lightning, preach- 
ing his crusade against slavery." His life was frequently 
in danger, but he was not concerned about it. His farm- 
house on the edge of Princeton became a well-known sta- 
tion on the underground railroad. 


In 1854 Lovejoy was elected to the state legislature 


or. the ticket of the new Republican Party. Two years 
iater he won a seat in the national House of Representa- 
tives. 
Many congressmen from slave states disliked 


Lovejoy because of his firey abolitionist speeches. But 
his constituents reelected him three times and he re- 
mained in Congress until his death in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
on March 25, 1864. He is buried in Oakland Cemetery in 
Princeton. 


Owen Lovejoy probably would want to be remem- 


bered as the man who. in 1S62, proposed in the House of 
Representatives the bill which abolished slavery in all 
the territories of the United States.

For anyone who may be a bit hazy about Eli- 


jah Lovejoy "s role in history, he was a minister 
and anti-slavery journalist operating in St. Louis 
until pro-slavery factions forced him out. He con- 
tinued to print "The Observer," a religious weekly, 
\\hich condened slavery, in Alton. 
His printing 


plant was destroyed by mobs three times in his first 
12 months in Alton. 


Determined to protect a fourth printing press, 


Lovejoy and several friends were in the printing 
plant when another mob arrived. The building was 
set afire, and when ihe editor stepped outside he 
was shot down from ambush. His death did much 
to strengthen anti-slavery sentiment in the North.

In a somewhat unusual proceed- 


ing Friday in Circuit Court, Circuit | 
Judge Robert Bracken disqualified 
himself as the judge in the parti- 
tion suit, Brecaon versus Brechoa.

Mental Hospital Workers 
Live 'Dangerously,' Claim 


CHICAGO W—Employes of Illi- 


nois state mental hospitals suffer 
far more injuries from violence 
than do the patients, a study by 
the Public Welfare 
Department 


showed today. 


The study showed there were ap- 


proximately 3,220 cases of doctors, 
nurses, therapists, and attendants 
having been injured in the 13 state 
institutions in 1954 compared with 
less than 200 cases in which at- 
tendants were investigated for ab- 
using patients. 


Dr. Otto L. Bettag. department 


director, said the 13 to 1 ratio 
against the employes comes "some- 
what as a surprise" and "poses a 
new problem." He added: 


"We were prepared to find, be- 


cause of public impression over the 
years, that many patients were be- 
ing mistreated.
